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THE BIBLE IN REFUGEE CAMPS

Young refugee boys with Bible missionary discuss weekly lesson from the Scriptures 


TIs Sunday morning, and the sunlight filters through 

the dirty windowpanes of a room in a factory, 
gropes its way along the dusty walls, glides over the 
stone floor and then comes to rest on a table covered 
with a white cloth on which stand a cross, candles 
and a flowering plant. In front of this sit the refugee 
community on the stools they have brought along 
with them. This is a small group of the more than 
five hundred inmates of the camp, who are accom- 
modated in an old factory building. I hold the service 
without church bells, organ music or choir. ‘There 
they sit in front of me—men, women and young 
people. I see their eyes full of need, from which the 
sense of fear has not yet disappeared. We sing a well- 
known hymn; I open the Bible and read the T'wenty- 
third Psalm, “The Lord is my shepherd Yea, 
though I walk through the valley of the shadow of 
death, I will fear no evil: for thou art with me...” 

It is as if the hearts of those who listen to the Word 
of God are softened. ‘Tears glisten in the eyes of the 
old people, and the hands of the young are clasped 
firmly together: “*. . . I will dwell in the house of the 
Lord for ever.”’ In the sermon I tell how the Word of 
God is still the strong support in all of life’s circum- 
stances; that we can see the face of the Good Shepherd 
on every page of the Scripture, and that each refugee 
who would like to have a Bible can receive one im- 
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mediately from me as a gift. After the service a fe | 
hands are outstretched: ‘‘Please, we would like tq 
have a Bible!” 
This is what happens nearly every Sunday in thé 
refugee camps of West Berlin, and again in the eves 
nings, when the refugees from the East meet in thé 
small room of the camp chaplain. 
In West Berlin there are over 50 refugee camps. In 
one huge factory building, for example, 3,000 people 
are living, and there are small camps with 100 young 
girls or 40 tubercular patients. During the ‘‘quie 
periods” 200 to 300 refugees come daily and report if 
the reception camp at Berlin-Marienfeld. At times. 
the stream of refugees swells so much that more thaf 
a thousand per day beg to be admitted. In recent 
years more than two million have left home ané 
possessions, relatives and friends. Often they broug 
with them nothing more than a brief case containing 
the barest necessities. 
Why have they fled?—This is of little concern t¢ 
me as a Bibelmission man. I see in each refugee tht 
man whom Jesus has placed at my door, whom | 
must succor and give comfort with God’s Word. 
also see the worn shoes and dirty linen and try te 
help in that direction, too, or at least to give advic 
on where help can be obtained. The state services see

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PROGRESS REPORT ON THE FINGER-FONO

Es EXPERIMENT has become a project. This is the 
encouraging report on the Finger-Fono, that re- 
narkable little machine which will bring the Gospel 
o the millions who still cannot read. 

The first experiments with the Navajos in the 
Jnited States had not been anticipated in the orig- 
nal plans. The announcement of the Finger-Fono, 
\owever, brought immediate requests from those at 
vork among the Navajos. Under the direction of 
secretary Richard West 1,600 machines and 9,600 
ecords in Navajo have been effectively distributed. 
Xesults have been so encouraging that urgent re- 
juests have come for Finger-Fonos for other tribes. 
ive hundred machines and 3,000 Apache records 
re now ready. Papago and Hofi records are in pro- 
luction. 

The second field of experiment was Liberia, with 
ecords in Gro and Apelle. First reports indicate the 
ratitude of hundreds of preliterate Liberians for 
hom the Bible has suddenly become the Book that 
ves.

There have, of course, been problems, not the least 
i#f which was the difficulty in securing adequate tape 
ecordings from the field from which understandable 


records of high quality can be manufactured. The 
only solution was to add to the staff a man competent 
in recording and electronics who could take a high 
fidelity recorder to each field. The Society was abneee 
providentially led to Mr. Richard Crane, who was 
active in his own church, much interested in work on 
the mission field and who has excellent experience for 
making the needed tapes. Mr. Crane was recently in 
Mexico, and a later issue of the Bible Society Record 
will carry a report on his activities. 

One of the most encouraging aspects of the experi- 
ment has been the support of the members of the Bible 
Society family (see picture). Many extra gifts have 
been received to be used for the Finger-Fono. There 
is much indication that giving for this great new 
project will be over and above regular contributions, 
and that the Society will be able to supply this Talk- 
ing Bible and at the same time continue to meet 
increased demands for copies of the printed Word. 
This program is a great venture in faith, but the 
Society must go ahead as it hopes to reach the more 
than 40 percent of the people of the world who cannot 
read. Thus far recordings have been made in Gio, 
Kpelle, Marathi, Mazahua, Kekchi, Spanish and Navajo. 
Present plans call for records in 100 additional 
languages within the next three years, so that the 
redemptive power of God’s Word may be brought to 
anyone with ears to hear and but a finger to rotate

the outward need and help where they can. We look 
deeper. We point to the way for the refugees as seen 
in the Bible. In conjunction with the evangelical 
camp chaplains and with the YMCA camp service 
for the homeless I work in nearly all the camps in 
West Berlin, conduct services, Bible study and lec- 
tures and lead youth groups. 

The experiments of arranging Bible exhibitions in 
the camps have met with encouraging results. After 
the refugee has gone to thirteen places with his travel 
papers, received the necessary rubber stampings and 
gone through the various examinations, inquiries 
and processes, he waits for his departure for West 
Germany. Now he has time to think and meditate 
and in most cases is also open to receive the message 
of the Bible. For hours on end he can wander round 
the Bible exhibition and have everything explained. 
He can ask questions and get answers to them. He 
can read his own Bible in peace, the one he has re- 
ceived as a gift from the Bibelmission. 

We are grateful from the depths of our hearts to 
the American and British Bible Societies for the 
Bibles and New ‘Testaments. How happy the con- 
firmation candidates are to learn from their own 
copy of the Bible! ‘The old grandmother strokes with 
affection the new cloth cover of her copy of the Holy 
Scriptures which I have just put into her hands with 
a message inscribed in it. She had to leave the old 
family Bible behind. Now, with shaking hands, she 
happily reaches for the new Bible, which contains the 
same Word of God, true for all time. A young man 
fingers somewhat nervously the New Testament he 
has just received. Prior to a Bible-study group discus- 
sion he had never read the Bible, but will now try to 
do so. 

According to the statistics, often thirty percent of 
the camp inmates attend the lectures and services 
arranged by the Bibelmission, ,and almost half of them 
ask for a Bible or Portion. In addition to the service 
in the refugee camps,, there is the work among the 
“non-recognized”’ refugees, of whom around 15,000 
live in permanent camps or settlements. Here there is 
need of even more workers, officials and voluntary 
helpers, and—as always—more Bibles and New 
Testaments.

Literacy campaigns are held in some villages 
to enable the farmers to read the Bible. In these cases 
free Gospels are distributed. 

Recently there has started an active movement for 
editing and publishing religious books, magazines and 
pamphlets for the use of the Coptic reader. A great 
many of these publications emphasize Biblical sub- 
jects.

As a rule I ask for around 
five hundred, but it does not take very long for these} 
five hundred copies to disappear; and knowing the 
great need around the world, I really feel embar 
rassed to ask for more, but that does not begin to 
meet the terrific need which we have in Liberia.

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The Bible Versus Communist Literature 


ANY friends have been distressed by a claim 
VI that the works of Communistic writers have 
utstripped the Bible as a best seller. We have learned 
rough the Library of Congress that according to 
ussian sources more than 1,000 editions of the 
‘communist Manifesto (usually of about 25 pages) 
ad been published from 1848 to 1952 in 77 lan- 
uages. Also that of the works of Marx and Engels, 
enin and Stalin over a billion copies in 101 lan- 
uages were published from 1917 to 1954. What 
bout the Bible? From 1917 to 1957 the American 
ible Society distributed 393,246,474 volumes. To 
us should be added the distribution of the British 
nd Foreign Bible Society, which was somewhat 
irger than that of the American Society, and of 
ther Bible Societies. In addition, there are the com- 
1ercial Bible publishers, who do not make public 
ieir figures. While there is little Bible publishing 
y such concerns in languages other than English, 
rench, German, Greek and Hebrew, the number of 
ibles issued each year by the Oxford and Cam- 
ridge University Presses and the Bible printers in 
is country and Great Britain is very considerable.

still appear to be true that the Bible “out-published”’ 
Communistic literature. Furthermore, the Bible was 
being printed nearly 500 years before 1917, and 
parts of it had already appeared in more than 750 
languages and dialects. In addition to the actual 
Bible text must be added the vast volume of Christian 
literature. The fact, however, that the Communists 
put out a great deal of printed matter, often very 
attractively produced and priced, in many languages 
and in many parts of the world, continues to be a 
great challenge which must be met by the Christian 
community through the worldwide program of the 
great Bible Societies of the world. Some published 
statements referring to yearly publications so far in- 
accurately reflect the actual situation, for the ‘Index 
Translationum,”’ issued annually by UNESCO, lists 
publications only that are reported to it by national 
bibliographical services. Such publications by the 
Bible Societies have not hitherto been adequately 
reported, but efforts are now being made to make 
sure that these are fully reported, so that future 
editions of the “Index” will more accurately reflect 
the true picture. So far, we know of no other book 
that has been published, even in part, in more than 
1,100 languages and dialects.
